Cultivation of Tobacco in California. 

—Various attempts have been made in 
California to cultivate the tobacco plant, , 
but the experiments have invariably fail¬ 
ed, ow ing, it is said, to some peculiarity in 
the nature of the soil. The plant has had 
a luxuriant growth, but when ready t*>r 
harvest it has sickened and died In ’49. 
Capt. Weber succeeded in raising it, bu 
tin* leaf turned black and rotted. 

A gentleman who has had long experi¬ 
ence in Cuba and Central America on th. 
tobacco plantations, and who appear 
thoroughly to understand its cultivation, 
is this ye r making another experiment 
in San Joaquin county, and is confident 
«.f .success. We have seen the plants and 
must confess they present a very health) 
appearance. He promises to have cigar> 
in the market within six months,of a qual- 
tty equal to the best Havana. The gen 
tlentan alluded io thinks that ultimately 
California will be a great tobacco-grow¬ 
ing country, even allowing that the price 
<>f labor remain at its present high figure 
Iti the rich alluvial deposits of th*.* Sacra¬ 
mento and San Joaquin region the plan' 
will grow luxuriantly. There is scarcely 
an inch of land that can not be mad* 
available. But few pet sons understand 
how io prepare the tobacco after it has ar¬ 
rived at a certain growth, and hence pro¬ 
bably one of the causes of the repeated 
failures that have come under notice. As 
the experiment here alluded to progress¬ 
es, we will report thereon. It is interest¬ 
ing to our farmers, and all those w*ho >ave 
made California their permanent home.— 
A new and exieu.->iv«field for industry and 
enterprise may be opened on the 
side of the continent, and a new indue**- 
ment be offered to capitalists and others, 
to seek a home in this marvellous land.—
